Homecoming  game  spectators  will 
see  the  latest  act  of  “Two  For  The 
Seesaw”  when  BYU  and  Arizona  take 
their  places  on  the  Cougar  Stadium 
stage  at  1:30  p.m.  Saturday. 

The  Western  Athletic  Conference 
protagonists  have  certainly  had  a tee- 
ter-totter season  since  the  curtain- 
raiser  some  seven  weeks  back. 


Though  Coach  Darrel  Mudra’s 
Wildcats  show  an  unimpressive  2-4-1 
record  to  date,  the  Arizonians  have 
played  excellent  football  in  upsetting 
Ohio  State,  14-7,  tying  U.  T.  El  Paso, 
9-9,  and  losing  to  nationally-ranked 
Missouri,  17-3. 

OTHER  GAMES 

In  other  performances,  the  Wild- 
cat eleven  dropped  a game  to  Wyom- 
ing, lost  a thriller  to  Utah,  33-29, 
trounced  New  Mexico,  48-13,  and  got 


bombed  by  undefeated  Indiana,  42-17. 

Compartively,  the  Cougars  rocked 
New  Mexico,  44-14,  bowed  to  Wyom- 
ing, 26-10,  edged  Utah,  17-14,  and 
succumbed  to  UTEP,  47-17. 

Another  in  a series  of  UA  injuries 
befell  the  leading  receiver  Roger 
Barutigan  last  Saturday. 

After  spending  most  of  the  season 
on  the  bench,  Mark  Reed — the  na- 
tion’s second  leading  passer  in  1966 —

Roger  Williams  doesn’t  command  an 
audience  he  captures  it. 

Using  everything  from  the  gentle 
“Lara’s  Theme”  to  a jazzed-up  version 
of  “The  Spinning  Song”  and  a pint-sized 
vocalist  named  Judy  Donavan,  the  fam- 
ous pianist  delighted  a Homecoming 
throng  estimated  at  over  8,000  in  the 
Smith  Fieldhouse  last  night. 

Never  aloof  from  his  audience,  he 
strolled  through  the  aisles  shaking 
hands  during  intermission  while  a BYU 
instructor  tuned  the  piano. 

Following  his  performance  Williarns 
took  time  for  an  interview  with  this 
reporter. 

Was  he  always  interested  in  music? 

“Until  I got  out  of  high  school  I was 
interested  in  sports  and  girls,”  he  com- 
mented. “When  i discovered  I could 


never  become  a professional  athlete  I 
decided  it  was  time  to  get  started  on 
my  music  seriously. 

“But  I still  got  a degree  in  Engineer- 
ing before  getting  a Masters  in  music,” 
he  added.  “I  think  young  people  should 
have  the  chance  to  fail  at  some  things 
before  they  find  their  niche;  for  me  it 
was  music.” 

What  kind  of  mood  do  you  try  to  get 
across  when  in  concert? 

“Every  piece  has  its  own  mood,  the 
only  thing  I try  to  do  is  relax.  If  I don’t 
nothing  goes  well.  I even  do  calisthenics 
to  loosen  up,  sometimes  right  on  stage!” 

What  would  you  be  if  you  weren’t  a 
musician? 

“Actually  the  most  important  talent 
I have  is  ambition.  If  I were  a doughnut 
salesman  I’d  be  the  best,  or  at  least  try. 
I thing  if  you  work  hard  enough  you  can 
get  anything  out  of  this  world  you  want.

(Operation  Abolition) 


Editor: 

The  BYU  chapter  of  Young 
Americans  for  Freedom  would 
like  to  thank  Professor  Kenneth 
R.  Hardy  for  his  letter  in  Tues- 
day’s Universe,  as  it  reiterated 
certain  points  that  the  BYU  YAF 
wants  clearly  understood. 

First,  Professor  Hardy  is  quite 
correct  when  he  maintains  that 
anyone  who  opposes  the  activit- 
ies of  the  House  Committee  on 
Un-American  Activities  is  not 
necessarily  a Communist,  a trai- 
tor, or  a dupe  of  the  Communists. 
Too  often  people  argue  in  a man- 
ner that  only  succeeds  in  label- 
ing someone  else  as  a Commun- 
ist or  a reactionary  as  the  case 
may  be. 

Such  rhetorical  form  tends  to 
reveal  a mind  too  weak  or  too  un- 
prepared to  come  in  grips  with 
a point  of  contention.  The  BYU 
YAF  stands  firm  in  its  opposi- 
tion to  such  weakness  and  unpre- 
paredness, 

Professor  Hardy  is  also  quite 
correct  when  he  points  out  the 
House  Committee  on  Un-Ameri- 
can Activities  is  certainly  not  per- 
fect in  its  procedure. 

The  BYU  YAF,  however,  be- 
lieves the  conclusions  of  the  film 
Operation  Abolition  do  not  imply 
the  additional  conclusions  that 
one  who  opposes  the  committee 
is  a Communist,  a traitor,  or  a 
dupe  of  the  Communists. 

Because  one  may  question  cer- 
tain procedures  of  the  committee, 
it  does  not  follow  that  the  com- 
mittee should  be  abolished,  which 
is  the  stated  objective  of  the  legal 
suit  brought  against  HCUA  by  Dr.

IMMATURE 

Editor: 

The  three  signers  of  Tuesday’s 
letter  to  the  Editor  are  obvious- 
ly too  immature  to  realize  the 
implication  of  their  stand  on  Viet- 
nam. True,  we  are  wasting  our 
strength  in  Vietnam.  We  were 
also  wasting  it  in  France  in  1917 
and  in  Guadalcanal  in  1944. 

They  suggest  we  withdraw  and 
save  our  strength  for  situations 
that  are  morally  justifiable.  We 
sat  on  our  petunias  for  almost 
20  years  and  watched  the  mono- 
lithic communist  regime  gobble 
up  6000  unsuspecting  souls  per 
hour.  We  were  saving  our 
strength  and  wasting  our  moral 
character. 

In  about  the  same  way  the  30 
people  wasted  theirs  as  the 
screaming  girl  died  in  New  York 
within  hearing  of  people  who  did 
not  want  to  be  involved. 

I thought  the  isolationists  were 
all  dead  and  buried.  These  3 
fellows  take  the  myopic  view 
that  Yugoslavia,  Rumania,  Al- 
bania and  N.  Vietnam  are  “some- 
what independent.”  Yes,  they’re 
as  independent  as  Hungary  and 
East  Germany. 

Once  a nation  comes  under  the 
iron  fist  of  a communist  govern- 
ment, all  opportunity  for  rebel- 
lion is  smashed.  All  meetings  of 
more  than  three  people  are  cen-

Although  Professor  Hardy  dis- 
cusses this  suit  at  great  length, 
he  does  not  state  whether  he 
agrees  or  disagrees  with  its  ob- 
jective of  abolition.  From  his  re- 
ference to  this  particular  case, 
Professor  Hardy  continues  his  let- 
ter by  enumerating  some  of  his 
grievances  against  specific  com- 
mittee procedures. 

He  maintains  that  HCUA  has 
committed  certain  actions  against 
its  own  rules.  In  any  case  of 
violation  of  committee  rules. 
House  rules,  or  federal  statutes 
the  BYU  YAF  would  join  with 
Professor  Hardy  in  a vigorous 
protest. 

But  the  BYU  YAF  will  not  make 
the  conceptual  leap  that  because 
the  HCUA  abused  its  powers  on 
a particular  occasion,  it  should 
be  abolished. 

Professor  Hardy  criticizes  pro- 
cedures such  as  refusal  of  cross- 
examination  and  use  of  what  he 
terms  derogatory,  argumentative, 
insidious  and  leading  questions 
by  committee  counsel. 

The  use  of  such  procedures  is 
permissable  because  HCUA  is  an 
investigative  committee  not  a 
court  of  law  in  which  individuals 
are  on  trial.  No  one  who  is  ap- 
pearing before  the  committee 
does  so  in  a courtroom  situation. 
He  is  there  to  provide  the  com- 
mittee with  information. 

The  use  of  what  may  seem  to 
be  harsh  questioning  techniques 
is  a function  of  the  contemptuous 
nature  of  many  of  the  witnesses 
subpoenaed  by  the  committee. 

Finally,  Professor  Hardy  states 


sored  and  carefully  analyzed  for 
“subversive”  activities.  Anyone 
suspected  of  attempting  to  over- 
throw the  government  can  expect 
swift  action  and  long  periods  of 
isolated  detention  before  the 
mock  trial. 

It’s  easy  to  misinterpret  the 
purpose  of  our  troops  in  Vietnam. 
The  only  reason  we  are  there  is 
to  make  a stand  against  the  fur- 
ther expansion  of  communism.  If 
it’s  going  to  be  done,  we  are  the 
ones  to  do  it.  Who  else  can?  Only 
by  “surgery”  can  we  expect  to 
remove  the  satanic  cancer  from 
a live  organ. 

Just  talk  and  editorials  won’t 
accomplish  this. 

I’m  a Republican  but  I believe 
LBJ  is  showing  considerable  for- 
titude in  the  execution  of  this 
war. 

My  greatest  criticism  of  the 
war  is  that  we  aren’t  fighting  as 
if  we  want  to  win. 

Another  objection  is  in  the 
place  we  chose  to  stand  up  to 
the  ‘worldbully’  Communism.  We 
couldn’t  have  chosen  a more  un- 
likely spot  to  face  the  enemy. 

In  spite  of  these  self-imposed 
handicaps,  we  are  winning  the 
war  and  causing  Mao  and  Ho  to 
think  twice  about  any  future  ag- 
gression.

that  HCUA  exhibits  a “lack  of 
legislative  purpose”  and  seeks 
“exposure  of  witnesses  to  public 
defamation  for  the  sake  of  ex- 
posure.” Congr^s  possesses  not 
only  legislative  power  but  the 
right  and  duty  to  inform. 

In  the  historic  case  Watkins  v. 
United  States  (1957)  Chief  Justice 
Earl  Warren  recognized  the  right 
of  congressional  committees  to 
expose  certain  matters  of  public 
concern.  It  is  true  that  in  this 
decision  Chief  Justice  Warren 
maintained  congressional  com- 
mittees do  not  have  the  right  to 
expose  the  private  affairs  of 
citizens. 

Whether  or  not  political  activity 
which  interferes  with  the  rights 
of  others,  e.g.  the  Ku  Klux  Klan, 
is  private  or  public  is  a debat- 
able question. 

If  such  activity  is  to  be  judged 
public  as  the  BYU  YAF,  it  is  a 
proper  exercise  of  Congression- 
al power  to  inform  the  public  of 
this  particular  public  activity. 

It  seems  to  the  BYU  YAF  that 
the  House  Committee  on  Un-Am- 
erican Activities  has  performed  a 
legitimate  and  commendable  pur- 
pose in  informing  “We  the 
People”  of  the  activities  of  those 
who  would  destroy  our  rights  and 
freedoms. 

,It  is  recognized  that  Professor 
Hardy’s  criticisms  of  the  com- 
mittee are  derived  from  a love 
of  freedom  as  great  as  that  of 
the  BYU  YAF.  For  that  love,  the 
BYU  YAF  salutes  Professor 
Hardy.

turning  spacecraft  in  sight,  swing- 
ing down  easily  on  its  three  orange 
and  white  parachutes. 

'BULLSEYE' 

The  capsule  splashed  down  in 
“bullseye”  style  some  six  miles 
from  the  carrier,  floating  upright 
“in  a stable,  normal  attitude.” 
Frogmen  plunged  into  the  water 
from  a helicopter  to  attach  flota- 
tion gear  to  it  so  that  it  can  be 
returned  for  scientists  to  study  the 
effects  on  it  of  firy  reentry  plunge 
into  the  atmosphere. 

The  success  of  the  6.2-million- 
pound  Saturn,  the  heaviest  object 
man  has  ever  sent  aloft,  was 
enough  to  put  this  country  ahead 
of  Russia  for  the  first  time  in  sheer 
rocket  power,  a crucial  element 
in  flights  to  the  moon  and  beyond. 

Eleven  minirtes  after  launch,  the 
114-foot  combination  of  the  Saturn 
third  stage  and  the  Apollo  4 space, 
craft  rammed  into  an  orbit  rang- 


ing from  114  to  117  miles  above 
the  earth.  At  280,000  pounds,  the 
satellite  was  five  times  heavier 
than  anything  orbited  previously 
by  the  United  States  or  Russia. 

ASTRONAUT  AWED 

“You  bet  I’d  ride  one  of  those,” 
said  Astronaut  Gordon  Cooper, 
who  watched  in  awe  from  the 
brand  new  moonport  as  Saturn  5 
rumbled  away  on  its  maiden  flight, 
gushing  a 500-foot  trailer  of  flame. 

‘That’s  a mighty  big  afterburn- 
er,” said  jet  pilot  Cooper.  He  said 
the  first  10  seconds  of  the  Saturn’s 
flight  was  slower  than  he  expected 
—“I  wasn’t  sure  for  a little  while 
whether  it  was  going  to  make  it.”

In  Phenomenon  Sunday

A rare  event  will  take  place  in 
the  heavens  Sunday  night  when 
the  moon  passes  in  front  of  the 
planet  Saturn,  according  to  BYU 
astronomers. 

Dr,  H.  Kimball  Hansen,  assist- 
ant professor  of  physics,  explained 
the  occurrence  is  called  an  “occu- 
lation.”  The  occulation  of  a bright 
planet  is  interesting  for  the  lay- 
man to  watch  and  exciting  for  the 
scientist,  he  said. 

Saturn  will  disappear  behind  the 
eastern  edge  of  the  moon  between 
8:07  and  8:08  p.m.  and  will  re- 
appear from  behind  the  western 
edge  between  9:22  and  9:23  p.m. 
The  disappearance  and  reappear- 
ance each  require  only  about  30 
seconds. 


Saturn  is  bright  enough  to  per- 
mit observation  of  the  occulation 
with  the  unaided  eye,  but  opera 
glasses  or  binoculars  will  greatly 
improve  the  view.  Dr.  Hansen 
said. 

He  explained  the  times  given  for 
the  phenomenon  have  been  com- 
puted for  the  position  of  Provo. 
The  shadow  of  the  moon,  as  cast 
by  the  light  of  Saturn,  will  be  mov- 
ing across  this  area  at  about  1500 
miles  per  hour  in  a northeasterly 
direction.  Therefore,  places  south  i 
and  east  of  Provo  will  see  the  oc- 1 
culation  slightly  later.  A correc-; 
tion  of  one  minute  should  be  made 
for  each  25  miles  distance.  I

Best  Card  Stunt  Section  In  W AC

‘^We’re  confident  in  saying  that 
we  have  the  best  card  stunt  sec- 
tion in  the  WAC  and  perhaps  in 
the  Midwest,”  says  David  Belnap, 
Card  Stunt  Committee  Chairman. 

The  card  stunt  section  that  per- 
forms at  BYU’s  home  football 
games  has  received  praise  from 
faculty  members,  Provo’s  citizens, 
and  out-of-town  visitors.  It  has 
been  featured  by  both  the  Deseret 
News  and  Salt  Lake  Tribune;  and 
according  to  Belnap,  the  stunts 
are  still  improving. 

Although  there  was  a card  stunt 
section  in  existence  when  the  old 
stadium  was  in  use,  the  present 
section  got  its  start  in  1964  as  the 
result  of  an  idea  by  Sheila  Hatch, 
the  student  who  ordered  the  cards 
that  are  now  seen  at  the  games. 

ART  WORK 

George  Colby  directed  the  sec- 
tion during  its  first  year,  taking 
over  the  complete  responsibility  in 
1965.  Colby,  who  is  still  a member 
of  the  Card  Stunt  Committee  and 
who  handles  all  art  work  behind; 
the  stunts,  w^as  succeeded  as  Card  i 
Stunt  Committee  Chairman  by  I 
David  Belnap  last  year.  I 

In  1966  an  innovation  gave  the  | 
section  greater  mobility  than  ever 
before.  An  IBM  computer  took 
over  the  marking  of  the  1550  in- 
struction sheets  that  had  previous- 
ly been  marked  by  hand. 

CHANGES 

The  committee  chairman  ex- 
plains the  improvement  by  saying, 
‘‘We  can  make  changes  now,  and 
our  changes  have  really  been  per- 
fect.” 

This  ability  to  make  changes 
will  be  demonstrated  at  the  Home- 
coming game  in  a stunt  honoring 
BYU’s  All  American,  Phil  Odle. 
The  letters  of  Odle’s  name  will 
switch  on  the  spot  to  a red,  white, 
and  blue  “All  American.”

ROW  CAPTAINS 

Twenty-six  people  have  been  big 
factors  in  the  section’s  success. 
They  are  the  row  captains  who 
distribute  the  cards  and  instruc- 
tion sheets  and  supervise  the  ac- 
tion in  the  stands.  Belnap  says  of 
their  work  during  his  two  years 
as  chairman,  “We’ve  never  had  a 
mixup.  Our  row  captains  have 
really  been  doing  their  jobs  with- 
out any  problem.” 

Undaunted  by  last  week’s  de- 
luge that  damaged  .some  of  their 
cards,  the  row  captains  and  Card 
Stunt  Committee  are  preparing 
something  that  Belnap  describes 
as  “one  of  our  most  beautiful 
stunts.”

dents  are  slightly  higher  than  last

In  preparation  for  Homecoming 
activities,  hair-do  panic  is  sweep- 
ing the  campus.

Few  married  women  with  young 
children  want  full-time  jobs.  But, 
to  eliminate  the  waste  of  great 
ability,  some  system  of  part-time 
positions  in  professions  should  be 
established.  Now,  the  only  part- 
time  employment  for  women  is  at 
menial  jobs  or  as  volunteers. 


According  to  Anderson  there  are 
many  things  in  life  that  make  the 
whole  of  man’s  happiness  and  give 
purpose  to  his  existence,  a wife 
and  family  being  one.  “A  woman 
and  man  are  a combination  of  di- 
vine origin,  and  in  having  such  a 
relationship  one  has  the  possibility 
to  realize  more  deeply  the  human 
nature,  its  needs  and  desires, 
spiritually  and  physically.” 

He  believes  there  is  a touch  of 
the  divine  in  all  humans  and  that 
the  artist  must  help  men  recognize 
and  identify  with  the  aesthetic. 

His  personal  hope  for  the  future 
is  to  become  more  involved  in  his 
work.

Different'  Art 

When  20  art  students  meet  800 
pounds  of  ready-mix  cement  what 
do  you  get?  Would  you  believe 
Grave’s  stones? 

The  students  in  the  Basic  De- 
sign course  taught  by  Michael 
Graves  are  using  their  knowledge 
and  talents  to  build  a concrete 
sculpture.  The  mixing  starts  to- 
day, and  with  the  help  of  plastic 
bags  and  cardboard  boxes  the  ce- 
ment will  be  formed  into  blocks. 

For  the  sake  of  being  practical, 
the  sculpture  will  be  made  of 
small  movable  blocks,  varied  in 
size,  piled  one  on  top  of  the  other.

This  semester’s  program  is  a

These  two  will  be 
performed  without  a conductor  as 
is  usual  for  chamber  sinfoniettas. 

However,  the  third  number, 
“The  Little  Concerto  for  Piano  and 
Chamber  Orchestra”  was  compos- 
ed by  Robert  P.  Manookin,  BYU 
music  faculty  member.  He  will 
conduct  it  himself. 


The  piece  was  composed  for  his 
doctor’s  dissertation  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Utah  and  was  first  per- 
formed there  last  summer  with 
soloist  Edelgard  Hainke  Loveland 
at  the  piano.  Mrs.  Loveland,  a 
member  of  the  University  of  Utah 
faculty,  will  be  at  the  keyboard 
for  this  performance.

Research  Nets  Way  to  Reduce  Deaths 


Research  at  the  BYU  Mechanic- 
al Engineering  Dept,  has  found  a 
way  to  reduce  highway  deaths. 

The  Rich  Soft  Cushion  Bumper 
of  Sacramento,  Calif.,  since  June 
of  this  year  has  been  sponsoring 
car  collisions  with  fixed  objects. 
The  tests  will  prove  the  effective- 
ness of  their  Soft  Cushion  Cell,  a 
device  to  lessen  impact  force. 

The  cells  look  like  plastic  golf 
tubes  which  are  fastened  to  im- 
movable objects  and  filled  with 
water.  Colliding  with  the  cells,  the 
water  is  expelled  from  the  cells 
at  a rate  determined  by  his  speed. 

The  cells,  which  absorb  much 
of  the  initial  shock,  can  be  the 
difference  between  a fatal  acci- 
dent or  a mishap. 

The  research,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Dr.  Charles  Warner,  assist- 
ant professor  of  mechanical  en- 
gineering at  BYU,  is  now  being 


done  exclusively  in  the  laboratory. 

Dr.  Warner  said  “the  cells  are 
currently  being  used  in  several 
California  counties  with  favorable 
reports  up  to  this  point.” 


The  ultimate  goal  of  the  Rich
